combination sleeper 
and observation 


car. 
It is a solid vestibule train of 


Pullmun cars. 
The tialn was brought 


to Decatur by Wabash engine No. 807 
with Engineer J. B. Sanford and Fire- 
man Fred Dolson In charge. The <on- 
ductor of the train was J. W. Capps 
and the brakemun C, M, Ward. 


E. B Lltcher, a. colored man, is the 


porter in charge of the 
president's 


car, and the Pullman conductor is W. 
Johnson. Litcher has been with the 
prehident during the entire trip. He 
says that in all the two months that 
the president hoe been traveling that 
the train was never more than half an 
horn late. U&ually It has been on time. 


The president's car is the best of the 


kind that the Pullman company has at 
ItB command. 
It is similar to the ears 


used by the railroad officials. It con- 
tains two staterooms, two sections and 
a bed room. The latter is occupied by 
the president and Is handsomely fur- 
nished with a brass bed and other 
furnishings of a bedroom. 
Secretary 


Loeb and three others of the presiden- 
tial party occupy the same car with 
the president. The bed room in which 
the president sleeps Is In the center 
of the car. 


The back part of the car is like oth- 


er obseivation cars. It is fitted with 
handsome leather covered chairs and 
most of the tiack part of the car Is 
glass, making a pleasant place to sit 
as the train moves. 


Tbe upholstered .furniture 
In the 


cor is covered with olive colored velvet 
and the cur is about as comfortable 
and pleasant means of transportation 
as one <ould wish. for. The ptesident's 
car is named "Elysian."

The dining car Is a handsome one 


and Is in charge of a first class chef.

The ShelUbirger Mill rVoptrtiei Suf- 


fered No Damage From Flood. 
' 


Yesterday P. S, 
Shellabarger re- 


ceived a letter from his son, Fred D. 
Shellabarger, who is the manager of 
the Shellabarger miUs at Salina, Kas. 
Of course'Mr. Shellabarger had read 
ip the papers concerning the flood, 
but the detail as to his property was 
not mentioned there. 


The letter Was dated the 3d and 
said that on the night of the Thurs- 
day preceding the writer was called 
from his home, by the news that the 
town was floosed and he called his 
houseman and started for the 
mill. 


Every street in the town was flooded 
and they came to one place 
where 


the water was so deep that Mr. Shel- 
labarger had to get out and lead the 
horse. 
The water being waist deep. 


There were three carloads of 
slack 


coal on the mill track andvthis was 
Used with several hundred sacks of 
bran in making a barricade about the 
mill to keep the water out of the 
bulWing. 
The current 
became so 


strong that the light barricade wns 
washed away, but by that time they 
h4d succeeded In getting everything 
out of the mill basement. 
A steam 


pump was rigged up and that and one 
of the grain elevators were used to 
gat the water out of tho basement, 
At the tlrne that the letter was writ- 
ten that work had been going on for 
three elays and there was still con- 
siderable water in the basement, 
The 


writer said that seveial business hous- 
es undermined by tho water had fall- 
en down and that others had settled 
so badly that they wene practically 
ruined. 
For seven days there was 


not a train in or out of Sallna. 
The 


Shellabarg'er mill suffered very little 
or no damage. * At the time that the 
letter was written, while the water 
had receded not a little, it was still 
between four and five feet deep in 
some parts of the town. 
The Shel- 


labarger mill wag a refuge for about 
thirty people who were driven from 
their homes by the water nnd sought 
that place and lived there several 
days. 
The letter received yesterday 


left Sallna and went to Denver In 
order to find a way around to De- 
catur. 


Prom Topeka. 


Mr. Shellabarger also received a let- 


ter from his brother, Joseph Shella- 
barger, living at TopeKa, telling of 
some of the personal experiences of 
acquaintances in that town. 
This 


letter was written on Tuesday and 
said that nt that time the flood, had 
receded only two feet for the rains 
bad not yet let up. 
The high mark 


of the flood Was 27 feet above 
'jfw 


\yater mark. 
Believing that the water 


could never reach them the 
people 


were not in the least alarmed and the 
flood came so suddenly that they were 
caught unawares and could not escape 
when It did come, 
He tells of one 


acquaintance living In a two story 
house In North Topeka. 
He was 


compelled to take refuge with 
his 


family in the second story on Friday 
night and remained there until Satur- 
day night when he was rescued and 
aken to the fire house and they wera 
not able to get awuy from that place 
until the following Monday. 
He says:
